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Eugenia Kalnay Receives 
World Meteorological Prize

Greenbelter Eugenia Kalnay of 
Lakeside Drive became the sec- 
ond woman in history to receive 
the International Meteorological 
Organization Prize and the 54th 
recipient of the annual award. 
On January 14 Alexander Bed- 
ritsky, president of the United 
Nation’s World Meteorological 
Organization (WMO), presented 
her with the gold medal award 
at the National Academy of Sci- 
ences in Washington, D.C. 

“Tt is indeed the highest scien- 
tific distinction of the World Me- 
teorological Organization,” said 
Michel Jerraud, secretary-general 
of the WMO. 

Instead of using the oppor- 
tunity to bask in her successes, 
Kalnay transformed the ceremony 
into a challenge to combat global 
warming and other environmental 
threats by reducing world popula- 
tion. She urged her audience to 
examine the issue from a scien- 
tific viewpoint. 

Kalnay began taking on chal- 
lenges at an early age. Born in 
1942 in Buenos Aires, Argentina, 
she was her parents’ seventh 
child. When she was 14 her fa- 
ther died and her mother, Susana 
Zwicky de Kalnay, became a real 
estate agent to take care of the 
family. Zwicky de Kalnay saved 
money by packing school lunches 
for Eugenia and continued to 
support her daughter’s education 
despite limited finances. 

“My mother was a very strong 
woman,” recalled Kalnay, “She 
just thought education was the 


most important thing.” 

When her mother learned 
the Argentine National Weather 
Service was holding a scholar- 
ship competition, she changed 
Kalnay’s major at the University 
of Buenos Aires from physics to 
meteorology. “She just signed 
me up and I had to try out,” said 
Kalnay. 

She won the scholarship but 
her plans changed abruptly in 
1966 when Lt. General Juan 
Carlos Ongania’s military regime 
overthrew Argentina’s elected 
government. On July 29, 1966, 
during the night known as ‘La 
Noche de los Bastones Largos 
(The Night of the Big Sticks), 
federal police invaded the Uni- 
versity of Buenos Aires and beat 
students and faculty. “Had I 
been there I would have been 
beaten,” said Kalnay, who had 
not gone to school that night. 

Rolando Garcia, Kalnay’s 
mentor and the accomplished 
Dean of the Faculty of Exact and 
Natural Sciences, who resigned 
in the aftermath, secured an as- 
sistantship for Kalnay with the 
legendary Jule Charney at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology (MIT). 

When Kalnay left for the U.S., 
Zwicky de Kalnay issued an im- 
perative: “You won’t get mar- 
ried until you finish your Ph.D.,” 
recalled Kalnay, who thinks her 
mother pushed her hardest of her 
eight children. “She felt that I

Smaller Seats Make Table Room 
For Seven Members of Council 


The Greenbelt City Council 
met for the first time in the year 
2010 on Monday, January 11. 
Arguably it was also for the first 
time in a new decade. 

Council did not take up the 
issue of whether a new decade 
begins in January of a year end- 
ing in “QO” or if a new decade 
awaits the January of the year 
ending in “1.” However, if coun- 
cil had discussed the definition of 
a decade, it probably would have 
been the most controversial item 
on the agenda of January 11. 

This reporter had not previ- 
ously seen the new council dais 
arrangement occasioned by the

expansion of the number of coun- 
cilmembers. Although the coun- 
cil table remains the same, new 
smaller executive chairs allow 
seven members to sit shoulder to 
shoulder in the space previously 
occupied by five. 

Since there is little room be- 
tween the members, the overall 
impression is a more unified 
body addressing the city staff and 
citizenry. Whether that closeness 
remains anything but physical 
will play out as the year pro- 
gresses. 

Fiscal Outlook 

The current economic reces- 

sion and its impact on the city 


was a recurring theme in different 
contexts throughout the evening. 
Greenbelt residents have recently 
been getting real property tax re- 
assessment notices. Councilmem- 
bers reported significant double 
digit reductions in assessments in 
Greenbelt East neighborhoods. 

Mayor Judith Davis asked 
residents to review their tax reas- 
sessment notices carefully: the 
reductions, for example, will give 
citizens an idea of the difficul- 
ties the city will face in putting 
together the city’s budget, she 
said.

E.V. Maintenance Problems Lead 
To Prince George’s District Court 


Billy Miller and his fiancée 
Denise Otis moved to an Em- 
pirian Village two story town- 
house in the 9100 block of 
Springhill Lane in February 
2009. On Tuesday, January 19 
they brought their frustration with 
maintenance issues at the Em- 
pirian Village unit to the District 
Court of Maryland in Hyattsville. 

While waiting for court to 
begin they described to this re- 
porter the conditions they had 
experienced: upstairs bathroom 
sewage backups, windows that 
wouldn’t lock and squirrels in the 
roof. According to the couple, a 
more serious situation developed 
around Thanksgiving. They told 
of calling Empirian Village main- 
tenance on November 20, 21 and 
22 because of large amounts of 
water leaking into their upstairs 
bathroom through the ceiling 
electrical fixture and ventilation

fan. Miller said that they called 
the emergency maintenance num- 
ber on November 22 (Sunday) 
because they were concerned that 
the ceiling would collapse under 
the weight of the water they 
could see collecting above it. On 
November 24, Miller continued, 
the bathroom ceiling did collapse 
leaving a gaping hole in the ceil- 
ing. Miller recounted that when 
Empirian Village maintenance 
responded, they tore out large 
sections of the bathroom ceiling 
and wall. Miller had pictures of 
the bathroom with several square 
feet of drywall missing, exposing 
insulation and piping. Miller and 
Otis said that the drywall was left 
unrepaired for a month. They 
moved out of the unit for a week 
beginning December 5 after a vis- 
iting architect friend thought that 
there was black mold growing 
on the exposed insulation. They 


were reimbursed by Empirian 
Village for two of the five nights 
they spent in a hotel. 

On December 18 the couple 
filed the one page District Court 
form initiating a rent escrow ac- 
tion. They recited exposure to 
mold spores and flooding from 
the sewer and roof in seeking 
that their rent be reduced to 
$1 per month and damages in 
the amount of $5,000 for the 
landlord’s breach of the lease. 
When Miller and Otis had their 
case called on Tuesday, January 
19, District Court Judge Mark 
O’Brien ordered an investigation 
by the Community Standards 
Division of the Prince George’s 
County Department of Environ- 
mental Resources with a report to 
be submitted to the court within 
14 days. The judge set February

wanted to study.” 
Sexism 

Kalnay was surprised to dis- 
cover prejudice at MIT. She 
thought the school would be even 
more advanced than those in Ar- 
gentina, where she recalled nearly 
40 percent of the meteorology 
students were women. But at 
MIT she was the only one. 

Some of her professors ex- 
pressed skepticism about her field 
of study. A fellow student told 
Kalnay that he had felt sorry for 
her at first because she was the 
only woman and a Latina. But 
he said he stopped pitying her as 
soon as he heard her answer the 
professors’ questions. 

Against her mother’s wishes, 
Kalnay married and had a child 
while a student. In 1971, by the 
time her son, Jorge Rivas, was 18 
months old, Kalnay achieved a 
place in MIT history by becom- 
ing the first woman to earn a 
Ph.D. in meteorology. 

The ongoing violence in Ar- 
gentina prevented Kalnay’s re- 
turn. But Garcia had stayed in 
contact with his star student and 
she joined him at the University 
of Uruguay as an assistant profes- 
sor of meteorology. Once again 
her plans were interrupted by 
political unrest. “The military 
took over,” said Kalnay. “Many 
of my friends disappeared during 
the 1970s and beginning of the 
"80s.” 

Kalnay and her family re- 
turned to MIT in 1973, where she 
accepted a research assistantship. 
Making history again in 1977, 
Kalnay became the first female 
professor of meteorology at the 
university. But Edward Lorenz, 
the department chair, informed 
her she did not get tenure. 

Milt Halem, chair of NASA 
Goddard Space Flight Center’s 
Global Modeling and Simula- 
tion Branch, learned of Kalnay’s 
predicament and that she was 
also undergoing a divorce. In 
1979, he invited her to put that 
predicament behind her and join 
his team. She accepted and 
found her home in Greenbelt. 
She also found love. In 1981 
she wed Malice Dick, a trans- 
portation economist with the 
World Bank. 

Kalnay says Halem was a 
good mentor: “He was always 
confrontational and sort of forc- 
ing you to explain the more to 
grow.” And grow she did. In 
1984 Kalnay became branch chair 
when Halem left. 

Kalnay was nervous about her 
new position. “All the members 
of the branch were very, very good 
scientists,” said Kalnay. “They 
were tough and competitive.” 

Collaboration 

Fearing she could not lead 
the outspoken scientists, Kalnay 
tried out a collaboration method 
she had learned from a Quaker 
and was amazed to discover it 
worked. Thereafter, colleague 
David Randall began referring to 
the branch as the People’s Re- 
public of Kalnay. 

At NASA, Kalnay developed 
the Fourth Order Global Model, 
a numerical model of the atmo- 
sphere that was widely used for 
more than 15 years for forecast- 
ing experiments and data assimi- 
lation. 

In 1987 Bill Bonner, director 
of NOAA’s National Meteorolog- 
ical Center (NMC) invited her to 
join his team and become director 
of the Environmental Modeling 
Center. Kalnay took charge and 
once again began by applying the 


consensus model. 

But she found it necessary to 
change her style. “Naturally I 
speak very softly,” explained Kal- 
nay. Her colleagues would inter- 
rupt her when she talked. “They 
did that a lot. And I would get 
strong and interrupt but with a 
loud voice.” 

Her achievements also rose 
in volume and the interrupting 
stopped. Kalnay launched a se- 
ries of advancements at NMC, 
which later became the National 
Centers for Environmental Pre- 
diction (NCEP). Bonner recalled 
that she inspired people, particu- 
larly young scientists. “She was 
so enthusiastic herself that that 
was just contagious.” 

Forecasting 

Kalnay and Zoltan Toth devel- 
oped ensemble forecasting, which 
eventually effected the expansion 
of two- and three-day weather 
forecasts into today’s seven-day 
predictions. “She was a leader in 
developing techniques which have 
led gradually over the years to 
tremendous increases in forecast 
skill and the range of forecasts,” 
said Bonner. 
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Then Kalnay started to go 
backward. She led her team to 
reprocess all the weather data 
reaching back to 1948. Kal- 
nay published the results in the 
NCEP/NCAR 50-Year Reanalysis 
with Robert Kistler as technical 
manager. “Her ’96 paper is one 
of the most cited papers in all of 
geosciences,” said Jack Hayes, 
National Weather Service direc- 
tor. 

After 10 years at the helm 
of the modeling center, Kalnay 
stepped down. Her late husband 
Malise Dick influenced the deci- 
sion. “He kept telling me power 
corrupts,” Kalnay said, laugh- 
ing. (Her husband died in June 
2007.) 

She stayed on at NCEP as a 
senior scientist. Then in 1998 
she accepted a position as the 
Lowry Chair in the School of 
Meteorology at the University of 
Oklahoma. 

The University of Maryland 
recruited her in 1999. Kalnay 
accepted and returned home to 
Greenbelt. She found her home 
at the university, too, where she 
serves as Distinguished Univer- 


sity Professor for the Department 
of Atmospheric and Oceanic Sci- 
ence and mom to her doctoral 
students. 

Kalnay said she is happy at 
the university among collaborative 
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colleagues. But what she likes 
most is her students. “I have 
had brilliant, brilliant students,” 
explained Kalnay. “It’s like I 
am young and I am discovering 
things with them.”

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AG’s Office Warns 
Of Charity Scams 


In the wake of the Haiti earth- 
quake many will want to help 
and it is very important that 
people be sure their donations 
are actually going to earthquake 
victims. The unscrupulous are 
all too ready to take advantage 
of the situation to line their own 
pockets. This led the Maryland 
Attorney General’s office to 
issue the following charitable 
giving reminders: 

Make donations to estab- 
lished charities and make them 
with checks or credit cards, not 
cash. Confirm that the charity 
(and paid fundraiser if one 1s 
involved) is registered with the 
Maryland Secretary of State by 
calling 1-800-825-4510 or visit- 
ing www.sos.state.md.us/charity/ 
charityhome.aspx. It is also im- 
portant to determine how much 
of the donation goes toward 
charitable work and how much 
to administrative costs and/or 
fundraising. 

Consumers should be skepti- 
cal of unsolicited email solici- 
tation from organizations they 
do not recognize or those orga- 
nized solely in response to the 
earthquake. It pays to remem- 
ber that bogus charities often 
pick names and logos similar 
to recognized organizations in 
the hope that people will be 
unwary.

1 as the date for a further hear- 
ing after receipt of the inspection 
report. If for any reason the rent 
escrow matter is not completed 
by February 5, Miller and Otis 
can deposit their monthly rent of 
$1,462 with the Clerk of the Dis- 
trict Court and not pay Empirian 
Village. 
Rent Escrow Law 

Maryland law provides ten- 
ants with rent escrow actions as 
a mechanism for encouraging the 
repair of serious and dangerous 
defects in rental property. The 
law states that it is the public 
policy of Maryland that meaning- 
ful sanctions be imposed on those 
who allow dangerous conditions 
to exist in leased premises. 

Tenants whose landlord fails 
to repair a serious and dangerous 
problem can, with the approval 
of a judge, deposit their rent with 
the Clerk of the Court instead of 
paying a negligent landlord. The 
landlord must be notified and 
given a reasonable time to repair 
before a rent escrow will be es- 
tablished. 


Miller and Otis are not the 
only tenants at Empirian Village 
to take advantage of this provi- 
sion of the law and seek judicial 
intervention because of main- 
tenance issues. The Maryland 
Judiciary Case Search (http:// 
casesearch.courts.state.md.us/in- 
quiry/inquiry-index.jsp) indicates 
that 52 Rent Escrow actions have 
been initiated against Empirian 
Village since July 2008. Most 
of these cases have been dis- 
missed or closed because the ten- 
ant plaintiffs failed to appear for 
a scheduled court hearing. Some 
cases were dismissed because the 
tenant did not give (or did not 
have a certified mail receipt for) 
notice to the landlord of the need 
for repair. 

However, after reviewing the 
somewhat complicated docket 
entries on the online information 
system, the News Review identi- 
fied four cases in which the ten- 
ant was currently paying rent into 
escrow with the court and another 
three cases that had not yet had 
an initial hearing. 


Update 


The News Review has learned that the displaced Empirian 
Village residents are now back in their apartments. Half of the 
tenants displaced on January 2 were able to return beginning on 
the evening of Thursday, January 14, with the remainder back 


home by Tuesday, January 19.

Council also discussed the 
business climate in Greenbelt. 
The mayor noted that stores 
have gone dark. She encouraged 
Greenbelt residents to shop at the 
stores of their local merchants. 

Councilmember Emmett Jordan 
asked about the condition of busi- 
nesses on Hanover Parkway. In 
response, City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin reminded council 
that the city has no economic de- 
velopment function (which would 
more closely track the business 
climate); nevertheless, he said 
the city will have a better under- 
standing of its commercial sector 
following the reports of property 
assessment results (which should 
be available soon). 

Jordan suggested the city un- 
dertake a systematic look at the 
whole economic situation in the 
city. Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts reminded his colleagues 
that he knows everyday about the 
small business environment since 
he is a small-business person. 

Later in the evening when 
discussing upcoming meeting 
schedules and the pre-budget 
worksession with the city man- 
ager scheduled for January 20, 
the mayor inquired of the city 
manager, “Shall we wear black?” 
The city manager indicated that 
— at least for this year — the city 
should be fine. 

Three Sisters Gardens 

Council accepted a report from 
the Greenbelt Advisory Commit- 
tee on Environmental Sustain- 
ability (GreenACES) on the pro- 
posed Three Sisters Demonstra- 
tion Gardens. The Chesapeake 
Education Arts Research Society 
(CHEARS), a local 501c(3) non- 
profit organization, proposes to 
establish three demonstration gar- 
dens in the three areas of Green- 
belt (west, center and east). 

The proposed gardens will 
provide a gardening opportunity 
for urban dwellers to understand 
where food comes from and par- 
ticipate in its production. The 
sponsors hope the project will 
also promote Chesapeake Bay- 
friendly gardening and landscap- 
ing to help ameliorate run-off to 
the Bay, intergenerational and 
inter-geographic area community 
building and creative expression 
through art integrated with gar- 
dens. 

CHEARS has received a 
$1,500 grant from the Greenbelt 
Community Foundation for its 
project. The grant is contingent, 
however, on identifying garden 
areas no later than February 28. 
Although CHEARS is not seek- 
ing financial resources from the 
city, the organization requests 
that initial sites be located on 
city-owned property so that the 
deadline can be met. 

The GreenACES report states 
that Assistant Director of Public 
Works for Parks and Grounds 
Leshe Riddle strongly supports 
the project as consistent with her 
goals of more environmentally 
friendly sustainable landscaping 
throughout Greenbelt. Green- 
ACES members voted unani- 
mously in support of the demon- 
stration gardens project. 

Council accepted the Green- 
ACES report for inclusion on a 
future meeting agenda; Leta Mach 
and Jordan, councilmembers who 
serve on the board of directors of 
the Greenbelt Community Foun- 
dation, abstained from the vote. 

Fence Payment 

Council approved a negotiated 
purchase resolution of $23,058 for 
a fence already installed around 
the rear parking lot of the police 


station. (Council must approve 
payments exceeding $10,000 un- 
less the vendor is on the city’s 
negotiated-purchase list.) 

Since city staff had been un- 
able to secure multiple bids for 
the work but had determined that 
Long Fence’s cost offer was com- 
petitive and by a known vendor 
and, believing that Long Fence 
was on the negotiated-purchase 
list, city staff had proceeded with 
the project. 

Council approval of the proj- 
ect, after completion rather than 
before contract execution, was 
necessary because Long Fence 
had not been on the negotiated- 
purchase list. 

Mixed Use Zoning 

Department of Planning & 
Community Development As- 
sistant Director Terri Hruby pro- 
vided an update to council on 
proposed new zoning categories 
and associated design regulations 
for selected urban centers and 
corridor nodes. The matter was 
scheduled to be considered by the 
Planning Zoning and Economic 
Development (PZED) Committee 
of the Prince George’s County 
Council on Tuesday, January 12. 
Hruby provided information about 
changes to the proposal since it 
was first presented to council last 
summer. 

The purpose of the new regu- 
lations is to promote high quality 
development in designated areas 
by addressing what developers 
consider uncertainty in the current 
process and creating an expedited 
approval process. Developers 
have considered the existing rules 
problematic. 

The proposed new zoning cat- 
egories are intended to induce 
developers to do business in 
the selected nodes and corridors 
because the process would be 
simplified and approval less time- 
consuming with public comment 
“front loaded.” 

Since the proposed zoning 
changes were introduced, the 
legislation has been revised to 
allow greater public input later in 
the site plan review process. The 
measure still disregards direct 
municipal involvement throughout 
the planning and zoning process. 

Council voted to send a letter 
to the PZED committee express- 
ing concern about the provisions 
of the proposed zoning catego- 
ries. City staff will follow the 
proposed legislation closely and 
prepare detailed comments for 
council review and discussion 
before a public hearing on the 
matter. 

Block Grants 

Again this year Greenbelt will 
be applying for a Community De- 
velopment Block Grant (CDBG). 
This will involve Empirian Vil- 
lage, the city’s only eligible 
neighborhood. 

The city will request $60,000 
to $70,000 for street improve- 
ments to include street and side- 
walk reconstruction, installation 
of concrete bus pads and traffic 
calming/landscape improvements 
along city streets. 

City staff also recommends 
seeking an additional $40,000 
in CDBG funds so that Green- 
belt CARES can offer GED and 
ESOL classes, conduct Intergen- 
erational Strengthening Families 
Workshops and provide assistance 
services for Emperian Village 
youth and families. 

Bus Shelters 

Assistant Director of Planning 
Terri Hruby told council that the 
Transportation Planning Board 
and Washington-Metropolitan 
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Area Transit Authority staff are 
assembling a regional package 
of bus stop improvements to 
compete for a Federal Transit 
Authority Livability Bus Pro- 
gram grant. Staff is looking into 
program eligibility requirements 
to determine if a city area is 
qualified and, if so, to meet the 
application deadline of Wednes- 
day, January 13. 

(The News Review has 
learned that city staff did submit 
a proposal for Empirian Village 
titled “Greenbelt West Resi- 
dential Bus Stop Improvement 
Program.” Recommended proj- 
ects include installation of bus 
shelters and improvements to ex- 
isting shelters/pads for handicap 
accessibility including concrete 
pads and handicap ramps.) 

Other Matters 

Davis thanked the Public 
Works Department for its ef- 
forts during the blizzard of 2009. 
McLaughlin informed council that 
two contractors had been retained 
to haul dump trucks full of snow 
to the Northway dump site; there 
had been too much snow to just 
plow it off of the streets, he said. 
The city is seeking Federal Emer- 
gency Management Agency help 
to cover these costs but this event 
may not qualify for assistance. 

Councilmember Konrad Her- 
ling asked if the city could man- 
age another 20-inch snowfall. 
The city manager responded that 
snow removal is not optional. 
Additional snow removal, if nec- 
essary, would be a priority for 
the city. 


Craftstar Asks 
For Meeting Delay 


On January 12 Craftstar 
Homes, the company cur- 
rently planning a devel- 
opment on the Greenbelt 
Metro Station South Core 
site, requested a delay in 
meeting with the Prince 
George’s County Planning 
Board, which was originally 
scheduled for January 14. 

According to Craftstar 
Homes, the company is cur- 
rently in negotiation with 
the City of Greenbelt con- 
cerning architectural plans 
for the project. They re- 
quested a continuance until 
March 14.

Greenbelt Elementary School

Arts provide a well rounded way 
to appeal to children’s differ- 
ent learning styles — to ‘show 
what they know’ in a way that 
crosses language borders, cogni- 
tive abilities and even physical

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WSSC Submits Rates, 


Budget for Comment 

The Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission (WSSC) 
Fiscal Year 2011 Preliminary 
Budget, which includes higher 
rates to cover increasing op- 
erational costs, has been released 
for public review and comment. 
Public hearings have been set for 
February 3 and 4 with an inclem- 
ent weather date of February 10 
at WSSC in Laurel. 

The proposed $1.1 billion 
Capital and Operating Budget in- 
cludes a 9.5 percent rate increase 
to pay for higher sewage treat- 
ment costs and provide funding 
for inspection and repair of the 
area’s aging infrastructure. The 
rate increase will add approxi- 
mately $5.11 per month to the 
average residential bill. Substan- 
tial cuts ($67 million) had been 
made to the FY2010 budget in an 
effort to hold down costs. 

After the public comment pe- 
riod, the budget will be reviewed 
and voted on by the commission 
before being transmitted to the 
Prince George’s and Montgomery 
County executives and councils 
for review and approval.
